A bill to prevent radio broad- 
casts of the Police Recorder’s 
Court in Savannah was introduced 
in the Georgia House yesterday. 

The court of Judge Emanuel 
Lewis has been broadcast by a 
Savannah radio Station. 

Rep. Hood, of Chatham, spon- 
sor of the bill, said he did not 
think “the unfortunate experiences 
of some people should be put out 
over the air.”

“The Legislature, composed of 
his friends, would certify that he 
is qualified to hold office. 

“No one could challenge him in 
court until after the election. Sup- 
pose, then, someone should win a 
court’ suit and the courts should 
declare Herman was ineligible to 
serve—who would be the Gover- 
nor?” 

There were two answers to this 
supposition. One Talmadge leader 
said the incumbent Governor (Tal- 
madge) would sit in office until 
his successor was elected and 
qualified.

Career Police Units Aim of New Bill 


Another important plank is being added in building the Georgia State Patrol into a good career 


police organization. Speaker Pro Tem George Smith has introduced a bill 


le 


in the House which 


will develop the Georgia Bureau of Investigation into a fine detective bureau. The bill undoubtedly 
will pass, since it has the support of both political factions in the General Assembly. 


Smith’s bill would require a man to serve one 
year as a uniformed State Trooper before being 
eligible for appointment in the Georgia Bureau 
of Investigation. Or, a policeman who has served 
three years as a peace officer could be sworn 
directly into the GBI without a year in the 
State Patrol. 

Rep. Wayne Hinson, who directed the State 
Department of Public Safety during the admin- 
istration of Acting Governor Thompson, heartily 

-indorses the new bill. 
& 
The bill will serve two purposes. First, 

it will put into the Detective Bureau the 
most capable of Troopers. Second, it will 
prevent Governors from using the plain- 
clothes division as a political patronage 
bureau for men who do not possess the 
qualification of being good Troopers. 


The House already has passed two bills by 
Smith and Hinson to eliminate politics from 
the State police organization. One bill provides 
for the reorganization of the Patrol, re-empha- 
sizing the rule that Troopers and GBI agents 
shall be fired if they play politics, setting up 
a discipline board within the organization so 
that a Trooper may be tried on his merits before 
this board rather than arbitrarily fired by a 
newly-appointed Patrol director for political rea- 
sons, and raising the pay of the Patrol leaders. 
The other bill puts the Troopers and GBI agents 
under the State Merit System and provides a 


pension for them. 


Georgia’s police organization has been shot | 
with politics for the past few years. The ap- | 
pointment of George Wilson, who came up 
through the ranks, as head of the Department, 
was widely hailed. He is making a fine start 
toward increasing the efficiency of the Patrol— 
but even now there are rumblings of World 
War II veterans being discharged by the Tal- 


madge Administration for political- reasons. 


Passage of the new legislation will do much 
toward improving the Patrol for the future. .

‘Operation Haylift' 
Federal Interference? 


“Operation Haylift” continues in the West, 
where livestock growers and farmers are rav- 
aged by the cold and snow. 


The local papers tell in detail the story the news services can’t 
bring—of cattle legs sticking out of drifts; of whole herds of cattle 
frozen and snow-covered; of cattle recovered from the roofs and 
attics of houses ... and the pitiful sight of animals freezing and 
starving, with man helpless to prevent. The losses will affect our 
cattle market for at least five years. 


The Army is flying in hay, but the amount is most inade- 
quate. All of us are paying taxes for it and the Army is using 
materials and risking lives to relieve the cattle growers. All of 
us approve and wish more could be done. Few of the cattlemen 
will take this as Government interference in their private affairs. 
The most severe critics will not criticize it as boondoggling, even 
though the practical facts are that the inadequate relief costs much 


émore than the benefits derived. 

Appeal The interesting point is that the immediate appeal was 
to government and that 25 or 30 years ago there would 

have been no such appeal. 


The recent election of Harry S. Truman revealed that the farm- 
ers of the Middle West and many others like them were just as 
raid of too little government as they were of too much gov- 
ernment. 


As the Truman policy looks toward Africa and Asia—not as 
relief areas, but as regions to be developed industrially so they 
may become markets for our great productive machine—and as 
that policy envisions development of rivers in our own country 
to. create more power and improved processes—the South comes 


immediately to mind. 
South It would be possible to obtain a quicker result for the 
‘ nation’s economy by speeding the development of the 
outh. f 

The results from $1,000,000,000 in machine tools spread over the 
South; the consumer demand resulting from mechanization of 
farms; the increased consumer goods need which would flow from 
cheaper fertilizers, from ‘industry which would come to use the 
new power sources—all of it adds up to a stunning possibility. 


There are areas in the West which would produce equally 
increased purchasing power for our own products. At hand I have 
a letter from an old friend, fiery, bustling Rufus Woods, publisher 
of the Wenatchee (Washington State) World. He was on the 
original committee which started agitation to build: the great 
Grand Coulee Dam. In his letter he said: “They (the critics) said 
with great scorn that it would be 100 years before all the, power 
would be needed in this sparcely settled country, and yet within 
a few years we had a shortage and today the need for power is 
desperate.”’ 


They said the same thing of TVA, that it would be 50 
years before its power could be in demand. Yet from 
the very start there was a demand for all it produced and for a 
long time there has been a need for more. 


We will go ahead with the foreign program. That makes sense 
to most of us .. . to say that we will try to Moterest investment in 
the raw materials and the markets of foreign countries so they 
can buy from us and so their own standard of living will be 
raised and the door shut against Communism, which comes in 
the door of misery and discontent. 


But a program to increase the buying power of our own people 
would be government “interference” and “too much government.” 
Perhaps it would, but I cannot help but wonder how high the 
South would boom if somehow we could obtain great acceleration 
of our skills, of employment and income, and I know the South 
would buy greatly from the nation’s factories and processors. 


Citrus The California citrus growers, when the freeze came, 

turned to “government.” The Western cattlemen turn to 
“government” for relief when extreme weather destroys their cattle 
and reduces the nation’s meat supply. Cotton and tobacco growers 
turn to government when there is a surplus. THe farmers of con- 
servative Iowa shocked the political experts by voting for Harry 
S. Truman so as to retain the hand of government in their affairs. 


It is anew America. It is one that frightens some of our people 
and puzzles others. But that it is a new one in attitude toward 
government and the place of government in the lives of the people 
cannot be disputed. “Operation Haylift” is just another straw in 
that wind. Incidentally, how about a program of aid to allow 
Westerners who wish to do so to move from the West to Southern 
pastures where no eattle freeze? Would that be a boondoggle?

Democrats Plan To Shelve Gov. Warren 


WASHINGTON—A plan frankly aimed at taking Gov. Earl Warren out of the California political 


picture next year is being pressed at the White House. 


As proposed by State Democratic leaders, 


the popular 1948 Republican vice presidential candidate would be appointed to the Federal circuit 
bench and thereby forestall his running to succeed himself. A vacancy exists on this court in 


the Ninth Circuit. 


Two reasons are being put forth in support 
of this plan: (1) Warren’s towering political 
strength in California; (2) the lack of an out- 
standing Democratic candidate to run against 
him. 

Authors of the proposal are claiming that if 
Warren is eliminated from the State campaign 
next year, the Democrats would have an excel- 
lent chance to sweep California. They point 
out that in 1946, Warren won both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican gubernatorial nominations. 


Not all the Democratic leaders favor 
this scheme. But it has strong backing, 
and has been discussed with both Presi- 
dent Truman and the State’s Democratic 
delegation in the House. This group de- 
bated the matter at a private conference 
last week. No decision was reached. 


Several of the congressmen who are spon- 
soring candidates of their own for the judicial 
appointment voiced sharp opposition to giving 
this prize plum to Warren. That was their prin- 
cipal objection to the proposal. Other members 
of the delegation, however, weré definitely 
friendly to the idea. 


One of them is reported to have been Rep. 


Harry B. Sheppard, conservative from Yucapia,. 


who is credited with having gubernatorial am- 
bitions. 


President Truman is known to be personally 
interested in the 1950 California contest. During 
the recent inauguration ceremonies, he discussed 
the matter with a number of the State leaders 
who came to Washington for the occasion. These 
leaders included State Chairman Oliver Carter, 
San Francisco; Vice Chairman George Luckey, 
Los Angeles; James Roosevelt, former State 
Chairman, and Jack Shelly, 1946 candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor. 

An attempt was made by the State leaders 
to get together on a party ticket, but without 
results. It was decided to lay the matter over 
until later in the year. 

Shelly has his eye on the governorship, while 
James Roosevelt is considering running against 
Democratic Sen. Sheridan Downey. The latter 
is in the bad graces of the: White House because 
of his ‘opposition to various Administration 
measures. During the 1948 congressional session, 
President Truman wrote Downey a sharp letter 
of rebuke on a conservation controversy. 

Rep. Helen Douglas, Los Angeles New Dealer, 
is also reliably reported to be considering run- 
ning against Downey. Some months ago Downey 
indicated that he might retire from the Senate 
to run for Governor, but recently he has let it 
be known that he will seek to retain his seat. 

President Truman carried California last year 
by a close margin, and the Democrats are eager 
to capture the State administration to strengthen 
the party’s chances in the 1952 national election.

Religious Exemptions 


Editor Constitution: In the Jan. 31 issue of 
The Atlanta Constitution you printed a letter 
from Mr. Neil H. Bowles relative to providing 
exemptions for Christian Scientists, and others, 
from the requirements of bills now before the. 
State Legislature proposing compulsory medical 
examinations. To the letter you appended a 
note asking what was done by other States which 
have such laws. 

. The undersigned was a resident of the State 
of Michigan for a period of several years, during 
which some of his children entered the public 
schools of the City of Detroit. That State has 
laws requiring physical examinations of chil- 
dren in the schools, compulsory vaccination, and 
other similar statues. However, specific pro- 
vision is made for the exemption of those citi- 
zens who prefer healing by spiritual means and 
object to physical examinations. All that is nec- 
essary is that one give due and proper notice 
to appropriate authority. 

It is of interest to note that the State of 
Michigan supports a relatively large population 
who live in reasonable prosperity and good 
health. The exemptions have not lowered the 
general health level nor worked a hardship on 
those who prefer material medicine. 

It is believed the state of Georgia would not 
suffer any great epidemics because of those citi- 
zens who prefer spiritual means of healing.

City Fishing Lakes 


Editor Constitution: The City of Atlanta fur- 
nishes grounds and upkeep for golf courses, ten- 
nis courts, baseball diamonds, swimming pools, 
the zoo, etc. This gives to a great many of At- 
lanta people something to enjoy and also offers 
amusement and relaxation. 


The project I have in mind will offer sport 
and relaxation to a great number of our citizens 
who do not go in for the above-mentioned sports. 


The project is this: There are two lakes at 
Lakewood, two at Piedmont Park and one at 
Grant Park, also there are two places in Grant 
Park where two more small lakes could be built 
at a very small expense. These places are in 
part of the park that is never used for anything 
and they are as follows: One on east side of 
park adjoining Berne Street and Park Avenue, 
the other on west side next to Cherokee Avenue. 

Now take Lakewood, the small lake is ideal 
now but the large one needs cleaning out and 
stocking. The two lakes at Piedmont Park could 
be made into fishing lakes, building a new con- 
crete pool adjoining the present pool for swim- 
ming, as the mud-bottom -lake is really not suit- 
able for swimming anyway. 

Then take the small lake at Grant Park, 
deepen and stock, but still use it for boating as 
well as fishing. This would give the fishermen 
seven lakes from which to fish, as there is a large 
number of people who would like to fish but don’t 
have the time to go as far as we do now. 

Now, as to financing these projects, charge 
children under. 12 25 cents per day and adults

the other nine have various 
speech difficulties. 

Miss Stack has explained that 
during the first six months of a 
deafened baby’s life, he babbles 
much like an ordinary infant. 
Then, hearing no sound, he\ be- 
gins to grow quieter. He laughs 
less, gurgles less, and the vocal 
cords that need exercise so 
much, grow steadily weaker. 

“If I were a parent with a 
deaf baby,” she said, “I would 
respond to every sound. When 
it said ‘Ma Ma Ma Ma,’ I would 
take its hand and press it close 
to my cheek and repeat it, with 
happiness, encouraging it to try 
again. I would never let a 
sound go unrewarded.” 

“And please tell parents that 
they must not let their child’s 
deafness spoil his ... or their 
lives. There is so much that can 
be done to help them.” 

The techniques of training 
bitsies at the Speech School in- 
clude appealing to sight, through 
body movements and using big 
and small muscles, through col- 
ors, and through form, includ- 
ing sizes and shapes, solid and 
outline, and appealing to touch. 

In touch they learn to recog- 
nize objects by feeling them, 
first normally, and then ‘blind- 
folded. Then they learn weights, 
textures, surfaces, and once 
more, form. 

The reading is, of course, 
mainly sight reading, and essen- 
tial to their development. Writ- 
ing is another means of expres- 
sion.
